lAVe hereby declare that: 

Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and 
which is not covered by the prior oath(s) and/or declaration(s) submitted in this 
application^ arose without any deceptive invention on the part of the applicant 

The specific changes/amendments to the claims are the addition of new clauns 55 
through 138. The original claims are unduly narrow in some respects and do not provide 
the fiill scope of protection to which we are entitled. Therefore, new claims 55 through 
138 were added to correct our errors m claiming less than we had a right to clahn. 
Claims 55 through 138 recite subject matter that was not claimed as such in the original 
claims and/or broaden the original claims by omitting features imnecessary to distinguish 
the claimed invention fi^om the prior art. No other changes/amendments y^^ere made to 
tlie claims. 
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More particularly, the specific changes/amendments to the claims, as detailed below, are 
the additions of: 

• Independent claims 55 and 59 and their dependent clainis 56 through 58, and 60 
through 61 , which recite a wear assembly for attachment to a digging edge of an 
excavator. These clauns are similar in some respects to original claims 1-9 and 
5 1 , which also recite a wear assembly, but are broader in that certam features 
unnecessary to distinguish the prior art are not recited. For example, claim 1 
recites "a second surface adapted to be positioned remote from the digging edge" 
and '"^a rigid lock." The "second surface" feature is omitted at least in new claim 
55 and the unnecessarily restrictive "rigid lock*' is broadened to 'lock." 

• Independent claim 62 and its dependent claims 63 through 66^ which are directed 
to a mount for attaching a wear member to a digging edge of an excavator. A 
mount is not claimed as such in any of original claims I through 54. 

• Independent claims 67, 68, 70, and 73, and dependent claim 69, which depends 
from claim 68. These claims are directed to a lock adapted to be received into an 
opening in a wear member. A lock is not claimed as such in any of original 
claims 1 through 54. 

• Independent claim 71 and its dependent claim 72, which are directed to a method 
of mounting a wear member to an excavator. A method of mounting a wear 
member is not claimed as such in any of original claims 1 through 54. 

• Independent claims 74, 8 1, 91,. 103^ and 1 15, and their respective dependent 
claims 75 through 80 and 138, 82 through 90, 92 through 102, 104 through 107 
and 116 throu^ 1 1 8, vAnch are directed to a wear assembly for an excavator 
having a lip, and mdependent claim 1 08 and its dependent claims 109 and 1 1 0, 
directed to a wear member for mounting to an excavator having a lip. None of a 
wear assembly for an excavator having a lip, a wear member for an excavator 
having a lip, and/or a wear member for mounting to an excavator having a lip is 
claimed as such in any of original claims 1 through 54. 

• Independent claim 111, and its dependent claims 1 12 through 113, which are 
directed to a one-piece boss. A one-piece boss is not claimed as such in any of 
original claims 1 through 54. 
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• Independent claim 1 14, which is directed to a boss for fixing to an excavator lip. 
A boss for fixing to an excavator lip is not claimed as such in any of original 
claims 1 through 54. 

• Independent claims 1 19, 125, and 129, and their dependent claims 120 through 
124, 126 through 128, and 130 through 134, which are directed to a wear 
assembly for attachment along a lip of an excavator. A wear assembly for 
attachment along a lip of an excavator is not claimed as such in any of original 
claims 1 through 54. 

• Independent claim 135, and its dependent clainas 136 through 137, which are 
directed to a wear member for moimting on a front lip of an excavator. A wear 
member for mounting on a fi-ont lip of an excavator is not claimed as such in any 
of original claims 1 through 54.
